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ABTICCLATE’I NINTH VICTORY. 



Articulate, the young St. Andrew— Utter horse, 
which has performed so well on local traoks this sea- 
son, has become a popular idol of the second grade 
to Chicago racegoers. He was sonndly applauded 
yesterday as he won his ninth successive victory at 
Washington Park in slushy mud that was ankle deep. 
He won as he usually wins, in a most impressive 
way. Master Lyne rode him in do-the-best-you-can 
style. The field wasn’t much, Constellator and 
Martin Burke dodging, and the distance a mile and 
seventy yards. Naturally, Articulate was an over- 
whelming favorite. Yet be was heavily backed 
from 1 to 3 to 1 to 3. Vulcain caught some wise fan- 
cies and was stoutly backed at 1 to 2 and less for 
the place. More wisdom was financially sent to 
Benckart, the Canadian colt which Allie Gates 
reckoned to have a good chance because of his 
muddy notions. There was nothing to the race, 
outside of Vulcain’s early attempt to take Articu- 
late’s measure. Away well, Vulcain was sent at the 
favorite from fiagfall. He lasted just two and a half 
furlongs. The first quarter had been run in 26 sec- 
onds. Then Articulate shook Vulcain off and wal- 
lowed home the easiest of winners. Nothing could 
get near Vulcain, e’ae he would have had trouble in 
landing in second place. As it was he wobbled and 
lurched down the stretch and was much distressed 
at the end. Wellesley, which headed Vnlcain after 
his early sprinting effort for a score of strides, was 
third. The present Washington Park mud was 
evidently not to Benckart’s fancy— too deep and 
sticky — and he landed a dismal fourth. Mr. Corri- 
gan’s handsome and beautifully-bred English mare, 
Semper Vigilans, could not extend herself in the 
going and was a gloomy last. 

Sigmund, well backed by a wise few, won the 
opening race, a five and a half furlongs dash for 
two-year-olds, in a desperate drive by a head from 
Topsoil, which beat Rosanco the same distance for 
second place. Buchanan put up a powerful ride 
on Sigmund, fairly lifting him under the wire. 
Rosanco ran the best race. Off next to last, he 
gradually improved his position throughout and 
finished strongly after making up much ground. 
Topsoil ran to his best form. Sidney C. Love ap- 
peared unable to extend himself freely in the 
sticky going, and the same may be said of Glendon. 

Conundrum won his second race of the meeting, 
beating Pyrrho a head on the post in the second 
race after a sharp brush all through the last six- 
teenth. Lyne, on Conundrum, took his mount next 
to the inside rail when turning for home, saving 
considerable ground. Pyrrho finished resolutely 
and would have won in a few more strides. Semi- 
colon, which finished an indifferent third, tired 
palpably when the pinch came. Lovable appeared 
to have a chance in the last eighth, but tired badly 
when the last sixteenth struggle came up. If Yon 
Dare ran far below his best form and, after show- 
ing speed for a half mile, fell away badly beaten. 

Lady Matchless proved to be the best of a fair 
field of two-year-olds in the fourth race, a five fur- 
longs dash. Shn revelled in the going and the re- 
sult was never in doubt, winning by one length 
from Belle Graham with Eva Russell a poor third. 
Belle Graham made a determined bid in the last 
eighth to overtake the winner, but gave it up in the 
last fifty yards and had to be content with second 
place. Josette, the 4 to 5 favorite, ran far below 
her best form and after showing a little early speed 
fell away hopelessly beaten. 

Bragg was at his best in the fifth race, taking 
command at fiagfall and easily maintaining it 
throughout the mile dash. He won under slight 
restraint, by two lengths, from Lacrimae. which 
beat Little Scout the same distance for second 
place. The last named ran a dull race and was 
thoroughly beaten by the time the head of the 
stretch had been reached. Hoodwink ran well for 
a half mile only. 

Peat romped home in the finale six lengths before 



Trentham, which beat Marshal Neil one for second 
place. Digby Bell, which finished fourth, was the 
victim of a poor ride, Waldo having him hope- 
lessly pocketed back of Marshal Neil all through 
the last quarter. With a better judged ride he 
could not have finished worse than third. 

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

After Albert Simons had bid up Conundrum yes- 
terday someone asked Pat Dunne why he did not 
buy the colt. “I had him as a yearling,” said Mr. 
Dunne. “Dr. Corrigan, his breeder, tried to give 
him to me. I told him I was as full of generosity 
and would give him back. At that time Conun- 
drum weighed 600 pounds and was full of vermin. 
But winners come from all walks and conditions of 
the turf. 

Barney Schreiber is enamored of an extra fine bay 
colt by Sain, out of that fleet mare Miss Marion, 
and has decided to name him after his farm Wood- 
lands, the old sire having passed away. The farm 
is the Dutchman’s pride, and he says, “No one but 
me will have any home-bred racehorses next year.” 
Winkfield is steadily improving under Dr. Har- 
vey’s hands and his skill is likely to be used in the 
Dunne colors again this summer 
The selling race war, if such it can be called, still 
continues, and Albert Simons was again the central 
figure. Yesterday he bid up Conundrum, which 
won the second race, to $2,500. This was an ad- 
vance of $1,700 over the entered selling price. Mr. 
Wishard, the trainer for John A. Drake, retained 
the horse by the customary bid of $5. 

In the closing race S. W. Curtis bid Peat, the win- 
ner, up to $1,500 at which price Turney Bros, let the 
horse go. Albert Simons, who started Satin Coat 
in the race, put in a claim for Marshal Neil, secur- 
ing him for $1,580. 

J. C. Milam sold to Albert Simons the two-year-old 
colt Glendon, by Major Richards— Minnarette, just 
before the first race yesterday for $2,500. Had the 
colt won the race the purse would have gone to 
Simons. 

Tommy Knight was fined $25 by starter Dwyer for 
breaking through the barrier on Lady Matchless. 

Although the track yesterday was a quagmire it 
did not prevent the majority of the horses from 
running the first quarter of their respective races 
jn 26 seconds or better. 

Eva Russell stumbled at the post as the horses 
were about to break and unseated jockey J. Woods. 
She started to gallop around the track, but was 
caught before going a sixteenth and remounted. 

Tom Kiley, who severed his connection as trainer 
for Fizer A Co. last week at St. Louis, was a visitor 
yesterday at the track. 

Blessed Damozel was yesterday purchased from 
H. T. Griffin by Curtis and Hardy. 

Jockey Buchanan had his first mount yesterday 
since his return to the local tracks. The report 
that P. Dunne had secured first call on the jockey 
was erroneous, as S. C. Hildreth made satisfactory 
arrangements for his services and Barney Schrei- 
ber, whose colt Sigmund he rode yesterday, will 
have second call. 

IMPORTANT TO OWNERS. 

The stewards of the Jockey Club took several 
important steps at the meeting at Sheepshead Bay 
last Saturday . The most important action of the 
session was embodied in the following resolution, 
which was adopted without a dissenting vote : 
“Resolved, That after August 2, 1902, all asso- 
ciations holding a race meeting within fifty miles 
of New York City, having racing between the first 
Saturday of May and the Fourth of July (both in- 
clusive), and from the first of August to the last 
Saturday in October (both inclusive), shall be re- 
quired to add to each overnight event an average 
of !$1,000, with a minimum of $800, and to stakes a 
' mini mum of $1,500. 



“Associations having other dates than the above 
shall be required to add to overnight events an 
average of $700, with a minimum of $(00, and to 
stakes a minimum of $1,000, except that those asso- 
ciations having racing dates between the 5th of 
July and the first Saturday of August (both inclu- 
sive) shall be required to add to oversight events 
an average of $800, with a minimum of $700, and to 
stakes a minimum of $1,500. 

“All associations shall be required to give an 
average of one stake for each racing day.” 

The application of John White for reinstatement 
was denied. On the recommendation of the license 
committee the following licenses were granted :
